New Delhi, the nth September, 1932 

8 RO. 1583. — la exercise of the powers conferred by section 11 read wttk 
section 7 of the Salaries and Allowances of Ministers Act, 1952 (LVIH of 1952), 
the Central Government hereby makes the following rule, namely: — 

The rules and orders regulating the grant of free medical attendance and treat- 
ment to Ministers which were in force immediately before the commencement of 
the Salaries and Allowances of Ministers Act, 1952 (LVIli of 1952) shall as from 
such commencement regulate and be deemed 1o have regulated the grant of traa 
medical attendance and treatment to Ministers: 

Provided that the rules regulating the grant of free medical attendance and 
treatment to the families of officers who were appointed by the Secretary of Stain 
or Secretary of State in Council to the Civil Service of the Crown in India skill as 
from the commencement of the Salaries and Allowances of Ministers Act. 1952 
regulate and be deemed to have regulated the grant of free medical attendance 
and treatment to the members of the iamliles of Ministers. 
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
